In the fall of 1845," after permitting the 
mob fo go on burning the houses of the samits

themselves from impending destruction, to

In the following winterand spring of 1846, 
the church, in accordance with the provisions

most inclement season of the year, amid 
, Storms of snow, with their families, crossed 
Ssissippi, and pursued their 
journey westward, not knowing where or 
when they should finda resting place : 
In the same spring, while upon this tort- 
me march, the Government of the United 
States required a battalion of five hundred 
to leave their families un this. precar- 
ous situation, without money, provisions, or 
friend, ather thaw the God whom they serve, 
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to perform a campaigh of byer TWO THOUSAND 
“MILES. On foot, across trackless desefta and: 
hurmng plains, -to fight the baitles of “their 
country, even that country which had afford- 
ed them, no protection from the ruthless ruf” 
fians who had plundered them of their prop“, 
erty, robbed them of their’ rights, way-laid 
them in their peaceful habitations, and mur- 
dered them while under the safe-guards of 
their pledged faith ` That country’ that could 
have the narganity, nuder such “peculiar 
circumstances, to make such a requirement, 
could have no other object m view than to fin; 
ish, by utter extermination, the work which

` “While, away -upon’ ‘this campaign, with 
scarcely a prospect of ever returning to { 
bosom of their families, or if they should hap- 
pen to live to return, perhaps it would be on- 
dy to find their famılies'monldenńg in an early 
graye, —while thus away, the remnant, who, 
ough poverty, had not béen able to goa: 
way, were descended upon by the infuriaté

” Inthe spring of 1847, one hundréd and 
forty-three men left the camp on Migsouri’s 
dark and turbid waters, to find 2 place where 
a settlement could be made, where the church 
could rest in peace. _They arrived in the va’ 
Tey of the Great Salt Lake, on the 24th day 
of July, 1847, selected a location,” broke 
ground, built'a fort, putin seed, and returned 
“to their families the same season, and the 
spring of the next ensuing year, 1848, found 
them, together with their’ families, on their 
“way to their new Jocation, ; 
So'much for history; and what 
to have transpiredin a land of'light and liber. 
ty, of enlightened Fréedoin, celebrated for ite 
intelligence, its benovelent institutions, gen- 
eral diffusion of knowledge, and just and equi- 
table administration of justice `~ ‘ 
Among all the anniversaries that might be 
celebrated, that the memory dwells upor, 
with pecuhar fetlings of interest, ef recollec- 
tions dire, and deep fraught with every emé- 
tion to-which the human heart is susceptible, 
this‘the 24th day of Joly, the annive of 
theartival of the Pioneers in this valley, has 
been selected as the dawning of a brighter 
day, as an erå inthe history of this people, 
upon winch turned the-axis of their destiny. 
Of the energy, perseverance, tect, endu- 
~Yance; sacrifices requisite for the aecomplish- 
“ment of such a task, I leave to be pictured 
-forth by ablerminds. Talso leave the history 
of the past, which treads upon the memory 
- Tike the dying moans of the stormy eanopy, 
still vivid with the hghtning’s glare, and 
usher in the happy present, whith, Ike the 
calnt summer of content, crowns our hearts 
with smiles, of beauty redolent with the rich 
fragrance of the summer harvest, the quiet 
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enjoyment of peace, and in possession of free- 
dom, the freedom of the key of the continent 
Here let a,tribute of gratitude ascend to the 
great Jehovah, who sits enthroned in the 
midst of His kingdoms, that He has turned 
our sadnessinte joy, onr mourning into re- 
jorcing, as itis this day We are now sùr- 
rounded with the comtorts, aye, the luxdres 
of lite, and permitted to enjoy the same int 
peace, safe froin the miduight marauders, the 
bloody assassins, who so lung sought our de- 
struction and overthrow. E 

It has been thought by some that this peo- 
ple, abused, maltreatea, insulted, roboed, 
plundered, murdered, and finally distran- 
chised and expatniated, would naturally feel 
repugnant to again unite thew destiny with 
the Aimencan Republic, preferrmg rather to 
aszuviate with the less refined, fess enlglit- 
ened, and less philantlirepic, inasinucis as 
their superior intelligence appeared to Le ex- 
ercised to devise the most wanton, cruel, and 
dastardly means tor the accomplishment of 
our Yuu, Overtucow, and utter exterminauon. 
No wonder then, toat it was thought hy some, 
that we would not agam submit onrselves 
(even while we were yet scorned and ridi- 
culed) to return to our allegiance to onr na- 
tive country. Remember, it was by the act 
of our country, not ours, that we were expat- 
mated, and then consider the opportumtues 
we had of forming other ties. Let this pass, 
while we hft the veil and show the pahcy 
which dictated us That country, that con- 
aututon, those institutions were all ours, they 
arestilf ours Our fathers were heroes of 
the Revolution. Under the master spintsof 
‘an Adis, a Jefferson, anda Washington, 
‘they declared and mamtamed ther indepen- 
dence, and under the guidance of the spint 
‘of ‘truth they Fulfisled their ulisston, where- 
unto they were sent from the presence of the 
Father. Because demagogues had arsen 


and seized the reins of power, should we re- 


Tmquigh our interest im that country made 
dear to ua by every tie of associat n andcon- 
‘sanguinitty?” Because of the momentary tri- 
umph of anarchy and contusion, of corrup- 
tion, effermnacy, aud the daring ascendancy 
of polluted pol tictans, who cannot refran 
from desecrafing the soil im which their fa- 
thers he entombed, shou'd we abandon thoss 
tombs? aye, more; thoir yet living represent-
